A mild little story about a Mexican boy and how his wish to ride the pink 
carousel horse came true. Poncho, "who always looked SAD when he was GLAD" and GLAD 
when he was SAD, wished to have money to pay for his burro's hay but also enough to 
pay for a ride on the wonderful Pink Horse at the Fiesta. But Poncho's singing wins 
him both lots of free rides and plenty of hay-money. A remote, careful style and 
bright full page, full-color pictures by the author - well designed, but lifeless 
in concept.

Hale, Kathleen Coward-McCann 
HENRIETTA, THE FAITHFUL HEN $2.00 


*Splendid nonsense about a conscientious and modest hen and her mistress, writ- 

ten with that appealing delectation of fantastic minutiae children love. Poor Mrs. 

Fowler was in financial distress, and Henrietta, her hen, felt she must do something. 

However, although they read hen-books together “hoping to find the way" Henrietta 

could not seem to lay an egg, to help pay the rent. How fame and fortune came to the 

pair, and how Mrs. Fowler built a magnificent mansion with a swimming pool, bed-making 
& machines, a hot popcorn shooter, while Henrietta raised a fine family in her own 

castle makes a delightful tale.

A SONG FOR ARABELLA $2.50 


*An unobtrusive, but in it's own quiet way, thoroughly enchanting little story 
of fact and fancy about Arabella, one of the early Stanley steamers. When Arabella, a 
dainty little jewel of a car, was first bought long ago, she could not have guessed that 
so many strange things could happen to her. There was a period of daring exhibitions 
when she drove down a deep chute at fairs, climbed the White House steps and met the Pres- 
ident; a period of rushing a country doctor to his patients; a happy time in a family of 
children; then years of neglect, and finally a strange race at an Antique Car Meet. The 
author has done careful research on the subject, and "Arabella" herself may be seen in 
James Melton’s Museum. The full-color pictures by Lumen Winter are fun and there is a 
wonderfully catchy song by music critic Roger Bagar at the end. An unusual, fresh item 
with double appeal. (Publ.)

EDDIE AND GARDENIA $2.00 


*Young Eddie, sturdy protagonist of Hddie and the Fire Engine, and Little Eddie, 
has that dream adventure when he visits some Texas relatives who have a ranch and horses 
and cowboys and all such television wonders. Accompanying Eddie on his trip is the goat, 
Gardenia, relegated to enforced exile by Eddie's father who had had just about enough of 
Gardenia'’s indiscriminate appetite. But Gardenia's appetite does not diminish and her 
antics cause Eddie some difficulty until Gardenia is forced to live in a goat pasture 
with the masses. In the meantime Eddie - and the reader ~ are having a super-duper time 
what with the pony riding, exploring the new country, being cowboy=-courageous, and even 
rescuing Gardenia from death, which exploit wins him his spurs. Not a word's breadth 
out of the young reader's ken- very real, full of giggles, whoops and chuckles. Illus- 
trations - just right - by the author.

Mrs. Grenville, who lived on the sunny side of 
Louisburg Square, was determined to have no more ill-fated pets, but she could not resist 
the humble appeal of a persecuted raggedy cat whom she rescued from certain death. 
Dubbed “Moumouth", our cat became a favored member of the household, and all would have 
been fish and cream, were it not for the evil designs of the hateful butler, Mr. O'Boyle. 
But Moumouth and young Smidgin foil O'Boyle in his cat-napping attempts. Sophisticated 
comment in the amusing pictures by Paul Galdone.

A CHILD'S GARDEN OF VERSES $1.50 


A new edition in the Biy Golden Book series illustrated in brilliant color by 
Alice and Martin Provensen. As expected the Provensons have utilized a rich palette 
of colors, delectable complements to the wide selection of poems here - rusty browns 
and sunny yellows for "Autumn Fires", lush greens and browns for "My Kingdom", luscious 
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salmon pinks, oranges, purples - and again the drawings and design have a light airiness 
and whimsey currently popular in fanciful picture books. We do have two complaints, 
however:- we miss the realistic base of the traditional drawings which stimulated and 
suggested rather than defined the visual imagination; and why the contradiction of 
modern technique and Victorian dress? However, it's mighty pretty! (Publ.)

Beim, Jerrold Morrow 
TIM AND THE TOOL CHEST $2.00 


* Another simple, delightful story solidly within the argot and reading ability 
of the elementary group. Tim and his friends became very tired of playing cowboys. 
“Let's build our own house," Gretchen said. So Tim trotted out his father's tools and 
some lumber, but somehow the house didn't turn out as it should. Then Tim's Dad shows 
Tim how to use a hammer and nails, the screw driver, and even a saw, and soon the 
garage is very busy as Tim and his friends work carefully and follow the rules o0f 
good carpentry. Soon; the children are allowed to work outdoors, and what fun it is 
to have the big boys admire the house they made all by themselves: Some fine rules 
for very young carpenters and the good-looking illustrations by Tracy Sugarman make 
this a very attractive book indeed. First and second year reading. (8/8) 


Earle, Olive L. Morrow 
THUNDER WINGS: The Story of a Ruffed Grouse $2.00 


The author has done some lovely illustrations for this authentic story of 
the adventures in the year of a ruffed grouse. When little Ruff chipped his way out 
of the egg, he had a great deal to learn:- stay close to mother; why one should keep 
away from foxes; how to drink dew from flowers;and how to fly. By fall he was a full- 
grown grouse and was on his own and by winter had grown his own snowshoes to help him 
over the snow. Ruff almost has a terrible accident when he is imprisoned under the 
snow, but the spring finds him a healthy bird ready for courtin’. An absorbing story 
full of fine feathers. Excellent first or second year reading and nature study. (8/29) 


Lattimore, Eleanor Frances Morrow 
BELLS FOR A CHINESE DONKEY $2.00 


*Important matters like donkeys, new shoes, and jingling bells are given ap- 
propriate five-year-old prominence'in this sunshiny story about a small Chinese girl 
and her adventures. When Kwei-li first saw the charming little rich girl on her don- 
key, and heard the donkey's bells, how much she wished to ride a donkey with such love- 
ly bells: Part of the’ wish comes true when Father brings home a real donkey for the 
femily, but it is not until Kwe-li has an exciting adventure in a sea-cave, and finds 
the owner of a lost bracelet, that her donkey sports a set of jingling bells. A tan- 
talizing peek at another land entirely within the framework of elementary school ver- 
nacular and understanding. Charmingly illustrated by the author. Another success in 
a long list of top-rate stories for this age group by Miss Lattimore. (8/8)

Crowell 
SIZZLING PAN RANCH $2.75 


Tempting glimpses of the dangerous and beautiful California desert, in this 
occasionally amusing family story in which the twelve-year-old Kim aids his parents 
and sister in acclimating themselves to desert life. When the Hawthornes arrived 
from New Jersey, at Sizzling Pan Ranch, everyone except Tim was disconcerted to dis- 
cover that not only did a rough old prospector, Pete, go with the house as caretaker, 
but also that they were expected to care for a camel named Sinbad. It takes some tact 
on Kim's part, a sandstorm; and a gold strike to bring mother and sister Liddy around, 
but eventually both Pete and Sinbad win permanent places in the Hawthornes' affections. 
A story primarily for boys, since girls will not be flattered by the whining, timid 
complaining qualities of Mother and Liddy, Illustrations by Robert D. Logan.

Furman, A. L. -Ed 


Again a varied collection of boys’ stories by different authors, useful for 
light entertainment and for stimulating an interest in reading in the "high resistance" 
group. Adventure is the keynote in the Pioneer stories, and such well known pioneering 
Americans as Kit Carson, Daniel Boone, and Abraham Lincoln appear in the group of ten 
stories. Wide range of period and subject. Animals and enterprising boys share the 
honors in the Wild Life stories, and the eleven stories include tales about a panther, 
racoons, a skunk named Joe, a rogue elephant, a trout, duck, loons, and a bear. This 
series does not cut deep, but ‘twill serve a defined purpose. Illustrator Charles H. 
Geer is obviously happier with animals than with pioneers. (Both 6/15) 


Kastner, Erich Little, Brown 
LISA AND LOTTIE $2.50 


A modern mid-European specialty, by the author of the famous mil and the 
Detectives, which we understand, has been translated here and there some twenty-five 
times. However, in spite of the author's fresh buoyant style, this story of a pair of 
twins and their divorced parents presents a questionable utilization of the divorce 
problem for this age group. In a vacation home for little girls, a strange meeting 
takes place when "jet-propelled" Lisa come face to face with demure Lottie who later 
proves to be Lisa's identical twin of whom her father had kept her in ignorance. Some 
brave masquerading when the sisters change places and personalities, brings the divorced 
parents together. The shenanigans of the little girls against the opulent upper-class 
background are engaging, but for children caught in the divorce situation, this easy, 
fictional solution to the adult problem may produce frustrating and even heart-breaking 
reactions.

Lawson, Robert Little, Brown 
MCWHINNEY'S JAUNT $2.50 


Another gala fantasy with its cheek full of tongue, by one of the best fan- 
fa:sistes jn the business. This short tall tale is the story of Professor McWhinney and 
his personal account of cross-country travels on a bicycle-an unusual jaunt because of 
the delightful buoyancy of the Professor's "Z-Gas" with which the balloon tires were 
filled. Certainly this is a diverting manner to travel - zooming several feet above the 
Sround, soaring above bridges, swooping down to rescue movie queens, tight-rope riding 
across the Grand Canyon. Throughout the Professor persists in fastidious understatement 
for which his creator is well known, Light but ripe for chuckles. Inimitable pictures.

EIGHT TO ELEVEN - Non-fiction 


Fenton, Carroll Lane Doubleday 
& Mildred Adams ROCKS AND THEIR STORIES $2.50 


For an older age group than The First Book of Stones (1950 P.354), this intro- 
duction to the study and collecting of rocks and. stones is appropriately broader in 
scope and boasts fifty pages of photographs, and.an. index with pronunciations. With 
constant reference to the photographs, the authors define the difficult distinction be- 
tween "rocks" and "stones", discuss rocks and the minerals of which they are composed; 
list and descriptions of well-known minerals, various forms of lava; other kinds of 
eruptive rock; granites; sediment and strata; unconsolidated sedimentary .ocks; and the 
story of the variations in rock and soil surfaces. This is a sound introduction to cor- 
rect scientific nomenclature and the text contains a wide range of information. However, 
the thicket of technical names and difficult process of classification may be too much for 
the ee oa high youngster. We suggest saving this for the eleven and twelve-year- 
olds. 2 
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Eaton, Jeanette Morrow 
WASHINGTON: The Nation’s First Hero $2.00 


It is disappointing that Miss Eaton's following must wait for another book if 
the transition from the older group to the intermediate group is to be made successful- 
ly. Both in That Lively Man Ben Franklin and last year's exciting Gandhi the author 
succeeded not only in recreating the times in which these men worked and lived but al- 
so the subjects assumed an identity separate from the vague notions and second-hand 
prejudices with which most readers approached the subject. In this case, however, the 
subject retains the fence posts characteristics with which generations of adoring 
School histories have endowed him, as a silent aggregate of all the graces and the 
virtues. Also the surface skimming of events, with no relieving anecdotes, repre- 
sented here, contributes little excitement or drama to Washington's activities. There 
are some glib inaccuracies as the contention that after the Monongahela battle "every- 
one in the thirteen colonies heard of his wonderful courage”. There are some remarks 
we doubt ever were made, such as the remark after hearing news of the Boston Tea 
Party, "Now, Patsy, we'll have to give up drinking tea!" The illustrations by Ralph 
Ray are in early Victorian baroque. In all,a great disappointment. (8/29) 


Schneider, Herman Whittlesey 
EVERYDAY WEATHER AND HOW IT WORKS $2.50 


* By the co-author of Young Scott's "Let's Find Out" Series this lucid and en- 
tertaining story of the weather will keep the whole family away from the chimney cor- 
ner, and we predict that there will be a rash of home-made weather stations springing 
up in a multitude of back yards. Beginning with an analysis of the three weather- 
makers - heat, air and water - and their properties, the author, always with an eye 
to empirical evidence with which the young reader is familiar, discusses the factors 
involved in the jow and why of weather changes - air masses, cold and warm fronts, 
and the conditions reported in weather maps. The last chapter gives directions for 
making and using basic weather station equipment. We prefer this to Spilhaus’ 
Weathercraft (Viking P. 263), since there is a sound basis in theory here enabling 
the child to correlate a constructive hobby with other studjes in physical science. 
We regret not having seen the illustrations by Jeanne Bendick. (July) 5

WINTER HORSE $2.50 


A sequel to Jost Horse of last year, this story about the rescue of starving 
wild horses, misses none of the excitement and suspense of the other. When Ben and 
Dixie Darby, staying in Boise to attend school, realize that the West is passing 
through the worst blizzard in years, they immediately think of the wild stallion King 
and his band of mares wintering outside the Darby ranch and beyond help. In spite of 
the protests of their parents, Ben and Dixie trek through the snow with their friend 
Gaucho and after days of heart-breaking labor, witnessing terrible deaths of horses, 
protecting the last survivors, including King, from wolves, they are at last able, 
through a miracle, to save the remnants of the band. A book which will be breath-

SACRAMENTO SAM $2.50 


Life on the rolling main and danger in a roaring mining camp of 1848 are 
coupled in an agreeable adventure yarn. Sixteen-year-old Sam Endicott and his pal Steve 
Rogers were horrified when the crew of the Annie Lynn, bound for San Francisco, took 
over the ship from stern but just old Captain Thorn, forcing him to agree to anchor > 
off California to allow them to skip ship and do some prospecting at the heighth of the 
gold fever. However, Captain Thorn agrees to the plan and even joins the company\.to 
mine in the Sacramento Valley. The cooperative endeavor almost causes disaster, and. 
there are several deaths in the lawless area, but the remaining hands return gratefully 
to the ship, and the captain divides his own strike money among them.

THE PROVOST'S JEWEL $2.50 


Another Scottish-American mystery adventure, this time involving the theft of 
the fabulous jewel of the Glasgow Provost. Twelve-year-old Walter Macfadyen, orphan 
nephew of a New York detective, decides to prove his self-sufficiency ana thereby in- 
duce his uncle to take his brother and sister as weil as himself to America. Some misad- 
ventures in his efforts to trail two American jewel thieves lead him to Glasgow where he 
attempts to forestall the theft of the beautiful jewel belonging to the Provost, in 
whose house he is living. Suspense, some lucky incidents and a breathless chase trap 
the thieves, and Walter wins assurance that his dream will come true. The improbability 
is well balanced by excitement and Walter's canny ways. Attractively illustrated by

Wright, Anna Rose Houghton, Mifflin 
WHIRLIGIG HOUSE $2.75 


*Amusing seasonal family adventures, packed with humor and charm. When their 
mother was taken to the hospital on Christmas Eve, the children - Nan (13) twin John, 
Cricket (9), Sue (7) and Buster (5) - decide that in order to give their father confi- 
dence in their ability to "manage" and to thwart the designs of stern Aunt Tatty, they 
will organize a family army, the YEBO's ("obey" spelled backwards). Under the YEBO 
banner the children make their own rules and put out their own newspapers, but of course, 
there are days when things go very wrong- when tempers pop, when things disappear, and 
when spirits droop. However, the sunny days far outnumber the blue and the reader will 
enjoy to the fullest the lively haps and mishaps. Delightfully illustrated by the 
author's own children. Mrs. Wright wrote Room for One More, for adults, published last 
year, under the name Anna Perrott Rose, telling the story of her adopted children.

WINDRUFF OF LINKS TOR $2.50 


A full-fashioned dog story in the grand manner,. glowing with an affectionate 
appreciation of the dog and his wild relatives. Windruff, an Alsatian puppy, was adopted 
by a cubless vixen, and taught the life of the wilderness by his foster mother on Dart- 
moor's Links Tor. Driven on the one hand by his acquired habits as a beast of prey, on 
the other by his inherited need for human companionship, Windruff at last returns to the . 
domesticated role with & young man he trusts. Thrilling action, lovely setting and the 
towering sentiment dog lovers demand - Mr. Chipperfield makes the death of a dog the 
death of a king. Sure dog-fan fare. (August) 


Rush, William Marshall Longmans, Green 
WILD HORSES OF RAINROCK $2.50 


*We regret noting that this book by the late Mr. Rush will be the last in a 
series of Western stories of cowboys and animals about which the author wrote with sound 
knowledge and understanding. This is the story of a determined, likeable young man, Dan 
Gordon, and his heartbreaking but ultimately successful attempts to "tame" both a beauti- 
ful wild mare and grim old Grant Fordon, his uncle. It was not until Dan had proved 
his stamina and courage in breaking Pippin, the sorrel mare he had chosen from a wild 
band, that Grant relaxed the harsh treatment to which Dan had been treated on his uncle's 
G-G ranch. However, it is Dan who is responsible for easing the financial worries of the 
G-G, by some shrewd planning, the routing of two undesirable characters, and by hard work.

THE STEADFAST HEART $2.50 


* An appealing novel for teen-age girls based on the practical and emotional 
problems of older children who because of a disrupted home life have become state 
wards. It is encouraging to see evidences of interest in these children in juvenile 
novels - since, not only will young readers placed in this situation find opportunity 
for satisfying identification, but an understanding portrayal of the peculiar diffi- 
culties aids in eradicating some of the prejudice which these children have had to 
face. With the death of Mrs. Price and the disappearance of her alcoholic husband, 
the Price children - Jo(15), Madeline(16), Harry(17) and little Dot(4) - seemed 
doomed to be scattered, ani although the girls were placed in nice homes, Jo believed 
she could not weather her life with the somber Bentleys on their farm, even though 
Dot was placed with her. A perceptive and kindly social worker, good friends, and 
Jo's own growing maturity help her in adjusting herself to the Bentleys who become 
devoted and generous foster parents, in helping Harry to turn from his downward path 
in the father's footsteps, in reconciling herself to seeing Dot placed in a more 
rong home, and in bringing about a happy conclusion to the Prices' difficulties.

WONDER BOY $2.50 


Comradely devotion and courage in this story of a comeback by an old timer 
and the making of a young star, may bring mist to manly eyes. Frank Malloy, one-time 
Big League catcher who, after being sent down, takes on one night stands in semi-pro- 
fessional baseball to escape the tag of "ball-shy" from the pitchers who knew him, 
forgets his troubles when he undertakes to promote the career of seventeen-year-old 
Ad Preston, sensational pitcher. Thanks to Malloy, Ad shoots up to the top on a bonus, 
and Frank, in sacrificing his interests for Ad, conquers his ball-shyness and returns 
to the Big Leagues. Adequate baseball play-by-play, and an absorbing human interest 
sports story.

Farley, Walter Random House 
THE ISLAND STALLION'S FURY $2.00 


One cannot deny the appeal this sequel to Zhe Island Stallion will have among 
the devotees of flying manes, but we deplore some of the violent elements here which 
have not appeared in Mr. farley's earlier books. Beating a horse with a bull whip, 
and the brutal activities of a demented sadist on the loose, are undoubtedly arresting 
episodes, but hardly necessary in juvenile fiction, we feel. The story, specifically, 
concerns the inhabitants of Azul Island in the Caribbean - young Steve Duncan, who had 
tamed with love the magnificent stallion, Flame; gentle Phil Pitcher, intent upon in- 
vestigating archeological clues to the island's past; and a band of wild horses. Steve, 
with Pitch's help, finds and rescues an orphan foal from death, and both Steve and 
Pitch weather the menace of cruel Tom, Pitch's insane brother, who finally crashes to 
his death over a cliff. The tremendous Farley following assures the success of 
this one, although there is too much blood spilt for our taste. Illustrations by 
Harold Eldridge.

Lathrop, West Random House 
UNWILLING PIRATE $2.75 - 
This traditional pirate yarn is one of the most satisfactorily bloodcurdling 
we've seen in some time. . Young Steven Wheeler, whose father was presumed lost with 
his ship somewhere in the West Indies, is a very unwilling pirate when he is captured 
and forced to leave his Cape Cod home and serve as cabin boy to the savage Dick Turn- 
gate on the Black Betsy. Thanks to the friendship of another young man under enforced 
service,and friendly Shorty,the cook,Steven is able to keep in the good graces of the 
captain, adopt a little dog, and later when a British ship has been captured and there 
is a mutiny, to save the British crew and escape.

For here is Cornelius, 16, and Levi making 
their way with their diggings from the gold mines to San Francisco in 1852. They are 
nearly robbed, nearly shanghaied and decide to become hog buyers in view of the over- 
whelming meat shortage. Their hunt for hogs takes them to Yuba City, Oregon, into Indian 
country and finally to their goal of 1400 head of hogs. But their troubles begin when 
they try to get them back to California - there are wild Spanish cattle, hog thieves, 
damage suits, no ship to transport them and a trek over the mountains in which the hogs 
are all frozen to death. How they retrieve their fortunes makes an entertaining end to 
an adventure story which has its full quota of exciting events and a certain wry humor.

Peter Zenger, emigrant from 
Germany in 1710, after several false starts in the matter of a career, eventually found 
himself printing his own newspaper in New York, where in 1734 he was brought to trial for 
his outspoken criticism of the blundering, unscrupulous governor, William Cosby. Defended 
by the aged Andrew Hamilton of Philadelphia, Zenger was acquitted by the jury, in spite 
of the judge's intimidation. A well-written, important study of the development of the 
American concept of liberty and justice.
